Istria had opened "war" on church 
activity, resulting in the beheading 
of thc priest, the reported mutila- 
tion murder of another and 
the 
beating of a third. 


Santin said the outbursts of anti- 


clerical violence in Yugoslav-occu- 
pied Istria were links in a cam- 
paign against church influence in 
Yugoslavia. 


A few hours after the decapita- 
tion of one priest was disclosed, 
Trieste newspapers reported 
the 
discovery in an Istrian wood of the 
mutilated bodv of Father Kristian 
parish priest of Golazzo. 


Thc priest disappeared last week, 


the pi ess reported, speculating that 
lie was kidnaped as he was re- 
turning from giving doctrinal 
in- 
struction at Mune. 


The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to 
acknowledge 
our 
written com- 
plaint." 


The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

'Tiny' Rock Is 
Discovered Flying 
Around the Sun 


Cambridge, Mass., Aug. 2G 


— (/P)— A tiny, hitherto unknown 
member of thc solar system — • 
a rock two or three miles in 
diameter — flying in a great 
circle around the sun, has been 
discovered by C. A. Wirtanon, 
Lick Observatory, California, 
the Harvard Observatory re- 
ported today. 


The asteriod, of about 15th 


magnitjde when first obberved 
on photographic plates, is 
far 
too faint to be seen by the un- . 
aided eye. Dr. Fred L. Whip- 
pie of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory, clearing house for 
astronomical information, esti- 
mated the size of the rock and 
said it was moving in an al- 
most circular orbit, almost us 
far away as Mars, at least 50 
million 
miles 
farther 
awuy 


from the sun than the earth.,

servations made by Wirtanen, 
Dr. C. D. Shane and S. J. Ins- 
li.s of Lick Observatory and Dr.

Istria had opened "war" on church 
activity, resulting in the beheading 
of thc priest, the reported mutila- 
tion murder of another and 
the 
beating of a third. 


Santin said the outbursts of anti- 


clerical violence in Yugoslav-occu- 
pied Istria were links in a cam- 
paign against church influence in 
Yugoslavia. 


A few hours after the decapita- 
tion of one priest was disclosed, 
Trieste newspapers reported 
the 
discovery in an Istrian wood of the 
mutilated bodv of Father Kristian 
parish priest of Golazzo. 


Thc priest disappeared last week, 


the pi ess reported, speculating that 
lie was kidnaped as he was re- 
turning from giving doctrinal 
in- 
struction at Mune. 


The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to 
acknowledge 
our 
written com- 
plaint." 


The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to

The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

'Tiny' Rock Is

Yugoslavia. 


A few hours after the decapita- 
tion of one priest was disclosed, 
Trieste newspapers reported 
the 
discovery in an Istrian wood of the 
mutilated bodv of Father Kristian 
parish priest of Golazzo. 


Thc priest disappeared last week, 


the pi ess reported, speculating that 
lie was kidnaped as he was re- 
turning from giving doctrinal 
in- 
struction at Mune. 


The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to 
acknowledge 
our 
written com- 
plaint." 


The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

The victim of the beheading was 
Father Miro Buselich, Croat assist- 
ant director of the Pisino Semi- 
nary. Santm 
said 
a Communist 
mob attacked the church at Lanis- 
chic where Buselich was conduct- 
ing confirmation ceremonies, 
cut 
his head off with two slashes of a 
big knife, and beat Msgr. 
Jacob 


Ukmar, 70, a Slovene priest spe- 
cially delegated by the people to 
conduct confirmations. 


Visibly shaken by reports of the 
a n t i-clerical 
violence, 
Santin 
charged that "this is war against 
confirmations" and cried, 
"Whom 


shall I send to confirm the chil- 
dren?" 


Thc bishop nimsclf was attacked 


by a mob at Capodistria in June. 
Since then he had been unable to 
circulate freely to conduct confir- 
mation ceremonies. He asked Pope 
Pius to grant special authority to 
Ukmar to make a 
confirmation 
tour of Istria. 


He said Ukmar was well liked 


by Catholic Slav peasants and "I 
believed he was 
persona 
grata 


even to thc Yugoslav authorities." 
Buselich accompanied Ukmar 
be- 


cause of his position with the Pi- 
sino seminary in the area where 
the confirmations were 
to 
take 
place. 


"In various parishes both priests 


met organized hostile groups who 
pelted them with ripe tomatoes and 
rotten eggs," the bishop said. "The 
riots were comazed at Lanischie, 
where a Communist gang with red 
flags attacked the church." 


Despite the disorders, the priests 


had managed to complete the con- 
firmation of about 200 children, San- 
tin said, before they had to take 
refuge in the parish priest's house. 
The mob stormed-the cottage and 
dragged the priests outside, he 
said. 


Both men were beaten badly, and 
then Buselich's head was cut o 
The crowd scattered, he said, when 
Ukmar collapsed, 
suffering from 


blows about the head and over the 
kidneys. 


Santin said that the mob beat 


the parish priest's mother when it 


was unable to find the priest, Friar 
Cck. 


"The events are an obvious link 


in a clear pattern of organized Com- 
munist opposition to church influ- 
ence among the youth of Yugoslav- 
occupied territory," 
the 
bishop 
said. 


Last year Msgr. Carlo Margotti 
was stoned and chased from 
the 


Yugoslav zone where he had gone 
on a confirmation tour. Santin Him- 
self was the next victim, and thc 
attack brought a Vatican declara- 
tion of the excommunication of all 
who took part in it. 


Santin said thc auxiliary bishop 


of Ljubljana, Msgr. Vouk, recently 
was stoned and chased while try- 
ing to carry out confirmations. 


Santin said the Vatican had been 


informed of Buselich's death. 
He 
said he "considered it useless" to 
ask the military government 
for 


support because "on previous oc- 
casions the AMG did not deign to

The AMG said it had no informa- 


tion concerning Buselich's death 
and the matter was not under AMG 
or Allied jurisdiction.

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

tells me are due to barsitis. Whal 
is the accepted treatment?

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

Many diabetic patients and their 
families atlended classes at Hamot 
Hospital, Erie, Pa., to learn more 
aboat their condition and its man- 
agement. Although an attendance of 
only 40 or 50 was anticipated,more 
.han SOO turned out for each of the 
five sessions. 


George F. Stoncy, M. D., of the 
lospital's diabetes clinic, realizing 
:hat many physicians found it dit- 
ficult to give extensive individual 
instruction to their diabetic patients, 
suggested to his fellow 
medical 
stall members that a school of in- 
struction might be the answer to 
the problem. Six physicians and a 
dietician volunteered to serve 
as 
teachers for Ine evening course: of 
lectures, 
demonstrations, movies 
and question-and-answer periods. 
Plans lor the course were an- 
nounced in the Eric newspapers and 
through local news broadcasts. No- 
tices were sent to former diabetic 
patients, pastors, school principal 
and superintendents and directors 
of health and welfare services. The 
public reaction lo Ihe school proved 
its need, for not only did overflow 
crowds attend every session, but 
their questions indicated there was 
much they did not know about di- 
abetes. 


At the first meeting, the nature 


of diabetes and its cause and sym- 
ptoms were described. The sec- 
ond meeting discussed the chem- 
istry every diabolic should know, 
while the thiid session was about 
treatment with diet and insulin. 
The last Iwo concerned complica- 
tions and diabetes in childhood and 
in pregnancy. Following each ses- 
sion was a demonstration of diets, 
method of cxaminalion of the ur- 
ine and displays of foods. One of 
the features of Ihe closing session 
was a demonstration- ol self-ad- 
ministration of insulin by an 8-year 
old boy and a 13 year-old girl. 


Diabetes Incurable 
Diabetes is a life-long problem. 
In certain instances, the disease 
apparently heals, so that treatment 
is no longer necessary, but this is 
the exception rather than the-rule. 
The average diabetic finds dieting 
irksome and taking insulin mono- 
tonous. He is easy prey for those 
who advertise lo cure him without 
diet or insulin. If he knew about 
his disease, he would never become 
careless with his treatment. That 
is the function of the school. 


Patients must accept the fact 


that diabetes is not curable. Suffi- 
cient information is available to- 
uay so Ihal viclims of this disease 
can lead a normal life if they fol- 
low their instructions.

ANSWER: X-ray treatment, phy 
sical medicine, (heal, massage, ex 
ercise) and injections of procaine 
for severe pain are used by phy 
sicians successfully in the treat 
ment for bursilis.

Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr.

was killed in cold blood just

few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered 
35 townspeople for no reason while 
the soldiers wore American uni- 
forms.

There are always 
fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

.ure on the subject. 


At the head of its announcement,

showing communism as a 
weed 


with roots labeled "bread 
line," 
"slums." "ignorance." "racial dis- 
crimination' and 
"foreign 
influ- 


ence.' It was captioned, "Let's get 
at the roots."

the magazine 


launching the 
discussions, Sen. 


Wayne Morse, R., Ore., urged the 
forums not to play into the hands 
of 
"genuine 
Communists" 
by 


"frantic witch-hunting and blatant 
Red-baiting." 


Morse said "failure to distinguish 


actwcen the genuine 
Communist 


and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization." 


Sen. Edward Martin, R., Pa., de-

Bulge Battle 
Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr. 
r»"'V)r>n(-1. lip'-"- "" ivi'n whn 


was killed in cold blood just 
a 


few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered 
35 townspeople for no reason while 
the soldiers wore American uni- 
forms. The spot is marked with 
a small cross. There are always 
fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization."

Bulge Battle 
Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr. 
r»"'V)r>n(-1. lip'-"- "" ivi'n whn 


was killed in cold blood just 
a 


few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered 
35 townspeople for no reason while 
the soldiers wore American uni- 
forms. The spot is marked with 
a small cross. There are always 
fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

'canvassed on their opinions of how 
to fight communism. Results will 
go to the press and Republican 
party leaders. 


The magazine "Cross Section," 


publication of the Open Forums, 
announced the fall campaign 
on 


communism 
and 
urged 
forum 


groups to study all available litera- 
.ure on the subject. 


At the head of its announcement, 
ross Section 
printed 
a 
cartoon 


showing communism as a 
weed 


with roots labeled "bread 
line," 
"slums." "ignorance." "racial dis- 
crimination' and 
"foreign 
influ- 


ence.' It was captioned, "Let's get 
at the roots." 


In 
articles 
in 
the magazine 


launching the 
discussions, Sen. 


Wayne Morse, R., Ore., urged the 
forums not to play into the hands 
of 
"genuine 
Communists" 
by 


"frantic witch-hunting and blatant 
Red-baiting." 


Morse said "failure to distinguish 


actwcen the genuine 
Communist 


and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization." 


Sen. Edward Martin, R., Pa., de- 


clared that communism's real mo- 
tives are "hidden under a cloak of 
false patriotism or social welfare, 
so-called liberalism or humanitar- 
ianisin." 


"Everyone who 
embraces 
the 


philosophy of communism forfeits 
the right to call himself a loyal 
American," he said. 


Clarence A. Peters, executive di- 
rector of tho forums, said they will 
seek to find how much communism 
there is in the United States, its 
purpose and potential power.

Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr.

was killed in cold blood just

few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered

fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

groups to study all available litera- 
.ure on the subject. 


At the head of its announcement,

showing communism as a 
weed 


with roots labeled "bread 
line," 
"slums." "ignorance." "racial dis- 
crimination' and 
"foreign 
influ- 


ence.' It was captioned, "Let's get 
at the roots." 


In 
articles

the magazine 


launching the 
discussions, Sen. 


Wayne Morse, R., Ore., urged the 
forums not to play into the hands 
of 
"genuine 
Communists" 
by 


"frantic witch-hunting and blatant 
Red-baiting." 


Morse said "failure to distinguish 


actwcen the genuine 
Communist 


and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization." 


Sen. Edward Martin, R., Pa., de-

Bulge Battle 
Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr. 
r»"'V)r>n(-1. lip'-"- "" ivi'n whn 


was killed in cold blood just 
a 


few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered 
35 townspeople for no reason while 
the soldiers wore American uni- 
forms. The spot is marked with 
a small cross. There are always 
fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

Wayne Morse, R., Ore., urged the 
forums not to play into the hands

Communist 


and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization."

Signs Still 
Prominent

Bastogne, Belgium — It's been 
a very pleasant summer in the 
Ardennes this season The weather 
has been balmy and perfect. , The 
youthful liikcrs and cvclists are 
seen along tho beautiful highway? 
and roads, and resting in the fields. 
Shiny new cars whizz along the 
roads. Busses with glass tons load- 
ed with sifhtsccinr? Swedes roll 
quietly by. The picturesque coun- 
tryside — in some places — looks 
like it always has for the past 
several hundred years. 


But in most places it's difficult 
to go very far without being re- 
minded of the grim business whicn 
was taking place on these soft 
green hills, ciuiot farms and cool 
woods two and one-half years ago 
It was the Battle of the Bulge! 
the German's last despernto and 
vicious attempt, to slave off defeat 
in World War II. 
Th" 'deen scars of that battle 


are left on the land and on the 
peonle here 


The farm houses which haven't 
been repaired are the ones in whieh 
the owner and nrobnhly his wb.oie 
family wero killed. It's been touph 
enough trying to make tho wreck- 
ed homes of the survivors habit- 
able. You can toll by the. lighter, 
re-used brick, which ones 
havp 
been repaired. 
Tho stores 
and 
homes in the small towns of the 
Ardennns—Bastogne, Hoffalize. St 
Vith,. Diekireh and others—are the 
•same way. If the owner or .occu- 
pant was killed, H probably hasn't 
been repaired. You also see Bel- 
gian tourists helping to rebuild 
homes and barns, spending their 
vacations this* way. 
It's even the same way in n few 


of th» t'ny ruined rhm-ches Where 
the Padre was killed during the 
fighting. th» peonln now wnrshib 
elsewhere. The children pick the 
flowers whieh grow in the ruins. 
Tn onn of the noit little n-rjcl-side 
cafes you stop for a cool glass 
of wine. In a few moments th» 
nronrietor or a local customer will 
bring out his ninturo of CT broth- 
pr. 
r»"'V)r>n(-1. lip'-"- "" ivi'n whn 


was killed in cold blood just 
a 


few feet from where- you now sit. 
Or they'll insist vou walk down the 
road where Die Germans butchered 
35 townspeople for no reason while 
the soldiers wore American uni- 
forms. The spot is marked with 
a small cross. There are always 
fresh flowers on it. 


A sad-fared Belgian farmer by 
the name of W. Gasporte who lives 
a few kilometers from Bastogne 
will take you out in back and with 
his pipe point to the exact spot 
where the first nine Americans 
of the Bastogne 
fighting 
were 
wounded He'll tell you how he and 
his wife dragged them into their 
house and where that, night seven 
of them did, one by one with 
only the whine of German shells 
overhead as their last benedic- 
tion. His wife will show you the 
much-fingered picture of one of 
the Yanks who survived and was 
taken 'away to the Army hospital. 
By an odd coincidence you might 
see Sergt. Richard E. O'Brien from 
Denver who is now stationed iri 
Germany and has come back to 
visit tho graves of his buddies. 
He was working in- the same hosp- 
ital in Bastognp where the wound- 
ed who were picked up at Farm- 
er Gasporte's were taken. The 
sergeant pauses for a long look 
at the memorial' in the church- 
yard where 13 of his friends dis- 
appeared .completely when a bomb 
went off He'll tell you how close 
ho came to making that numbe'r 
14. 


If you climb up one of tho high 


hills you get a good panoramic 
look at the damage to the land 
itself. Everywhere are bomb cra- 
ters and ugly gashes in the green 
wooded sections. You rarely see 
any rusted tanks any more. Tho 
thrifty Belgians 
have 
collected 
them and used the iron for si;me 
other purpose. 


When the sun goes down and 
it gets dark you can't see the 
scars on the land. All you son is 
curved 
horizon, with twinkling 


lights all around and above. It's 
quiet and the Battle of the Bulge 
is suddenly two and one-hall! years 
behind.

publication of the Open Forums,

groups to study all available litera- 
.ure on the subject. 


At the head of its announcement, 
ross Section 
printed 
a 
cartoon 


showing communism as a 
weed 


with roots labeled "bread 
line," 
"slums." "ignorance." "racial dis- 
crimination' and 
"foreign 
influ- 


ence.' It was captioned, "Let's get 
at the roots." 


In 
articles 
in 
the magazine 


launching the 
discussions, Sen. 


Wayne Morse, R., Ore., urged the 
forums not to play into the hands 
of 
"genuine 
Communists" 
by 


"frantic witch-hunting and blatant 
Red-baiting." 


Morse said "failure to distinguish 


actwcen the genuine 
Communist 


and the genuine liberal contributes 
to tho effectiveness of Communist 
organization."

He fougnt the "night riders" who 
burned tobacco fields in Kentucky, 
his house was shot up in a Ken- 
tucky coal mine war and Georgia 
highway patrolmen once said they 
were ordered to run his car off the 
road. 
Gregory 
looks nothing like a 
maker ol enemies. But he has been 
a mean man at the 
typewriter. 
Concentrating his fire on lawless- 
ness and violence, ne has collected 
numerous death threats. 
In 1910 when he was managing 
editor of the Tucson (Ariz. )Daily 
Star, Gregory persuaded a railroad 
president to let him enter Mexico 
disguised as a brakeman. He want- 
ed to write firsthand about war- 
fare between the forces of Presi- 
dent Profirio Diaz and General Ma- 
dero. 


He smuggled 
out several dis- 
patches, to nis paper and a wire 
service, by railroad hands. But a 
Mexican captain caught him pass- 
ing a dispatch to a courier at Guay- 
mas. The dispatch reported a par- 
ticularly brutal massacre of Indi- 
ans. Gregory was jailed and sen- 
tenced to be shot as a spy.
